Manila, Apili 20. -Gen. MacArthur**

The determination of the department 
to send the Twenty-fifth to Manila 
gave rise to the report that the ail min­ 
istration contemplated sending negro 
troops to Gen. Otis’ support aud would 
send the remaining negro regiment in 
the service, besides five volunteer ne­ 
gro regiments. Officials of the war de­ 
partment say that such a programme 
has not been thought, of. The presi­ 
dent lias no intention of raising any 
of the 35,000 volunteers for which lie 
has authority unless a condition should 
arise which the regular force is un­ 
able to meet. 
The discussion at the cabinet meet­ 
ing showed that the president and his 
cabinet are determined to use all the 
resources of the country t oquell the 
insurrection in the Philippines, and as 
one cabinet officer expressed it. the ad­ 
ministration stood ready to use the last 
soldier and spend the last dollar lf nec­ 
essary to restore peace and order in the 
islands.

New York Journal—We must protect 
m r ladles, 23—99.” The other side of 
the palier contained a warning to the 
negroes of the neighborhood. 
It read 
as follows: "Beware all darkles. You 
will be treated the same way.” 
Before being Anally lynched Strick­ 
land was given a chance to confess to 
the misdeeds of which the mob sup­ 
posed him to be guilty, hut he pro­ 
tested his innocence 
until the end. 
Three times tile 
noose was 
placed 
around his neck and 
the negro was 
drawu up off tile ground, three times 
he w’as let down with warnings that 
death was in store for bim should he 
fail to confess Ills complicity In the 
Cranford murder. Three times Htrlck 
laud proclaimed his Innocence until 
w'eary of useless torturing Hie mob 
pulled on their rope and tied the end 
around tile slender trunk of the per 
Simmon tree. Not a shot W’as Ared by 
the mob. Htrickland was strangled to 
death. 
The lynching of Lige SI rick 
laud w’as not accomplished without I 
deeper effort on the part of his em­ 
ployer to save his life. Tile man who 
pleaded for the negro Is MnJ. W. W. 
Thomas, an ex-state senator, and one 
of the most 
prominent 
citizens of 
Coweta coutity. He did not discontinue 
his efforts until he had been assured 
by the lenders of the mob that tile ne­ 
gro would Im* taken to Jail at Fairbury 
One mile from where this promise was 
made IJge 
Strickland 
was hanged 
The negro w’as a tenant on the pin ut a 
thin of Maj. Thomas. When Ham Hose 
the murderer of Alfred Cranford a nil 
the assailant of ids wife, made his con­ 
fession immediately prior to his burn­ 
ing, he implicated IJge Strickland, 
Hose saying he had been offered money 
by Strickland to kill Cranford. It was 
known positively, however that Hose 
had made false statem ents in hts last 
confession, and 
many of those who 
aided In Ids burning were disposed to 
disregard his statem ent In regard to 
Strickland.

During the progress 
of the Investigation

Letter from W. A. Fleming. 


M i s s o u l a , Mont., April £2, '99. 
B ra in erd D i s p a t c h : — I have been 
In Missoula nearly a week and have 
formed som ething of an idea of • this I 
country. 
Of course it would be pre­ 
sumptions on my part to undertake 
to give an accurate descriptioh of 
this great region. 
My impressions 
are rather mixed, Missoula itself is 
a fine town, and I have a firm belief 
th a t it is bound to be a grout city. 
One m ust be hard to please who 
could find fault with it. 
It is all 
and more than I had thought it to 
be. 
But all kinds of business are, I 
think, fully represented, although 
the grow th which is sure to come, 
will make room for others. The pro­ 
fessions particularly are overrun 
with representatives. Except in the 
valleys there is no farming, and even 
in the valleys, I do not apprehend 
there is very much money to be made 
by farming alone. 
Stock raising is, 
of course, 
a profitable 
business 
wherever you find a country suited 
to the business, and there are no 
doubt many rich ranches hereabout. 
Mining is a good business to the 
lucky. 
Mr. Searles told me one of 
two men, forty m iles south of here, 
who, four years ugo, were getting 
out railroad tics and chopping cord 
wood, and who a re now taking out 
four hundred dollars a day of gold 
from a placer mi ne they luckily run 
onto. 
That s luck. 
But I think I 
can name men in 
Brainerd who 
could go out here iii the mountains 
and find the proc ions metal in abund­ 
ance, for as Judge Alderman sings: 
“ There’s gold 
in 
the mountains, 
T here’s silver in the m ines," and it. 
only needs the right kind of men to 
find it. Hut it is not for such as your 
humble serviint. 
The man who suc­ 
ceeds out here is the plunger, the 
man who cm go ahead and take the 
rough wit’n the smooth. 
I arn not 
cut out for this country. 
It is no 
place for a poor man. 
I ara happy 
to be able to say that all the Brain­ 
erd boys here are doing well and 
seem to be enjoy! ng themselves very 
much. 
On the whole my advise to 
all who are thinking of going west is 
to think it over, you are just as like 
ly to be disappoin ted as you arc to 
be pleased with this country. Thoro 
arc certain reasons personal and pe­ 
culiar to myself why I do not locate 
out hero. 
One thing that has a 
great deal of meaning to it is “ It is 
a good ways from homo." 
And I 
am no booby either. 
For all that I 
have seen or heard of give mo the 
east yet.

It Is trange, but true, that the most 
delicate child often outlives his strong­ 
er brother or sister. Many instances 
are on record of the survival of those 
who seemed destined to die early. It is 
•ald of Voltaire, who lived to be eighty- 
four years old, that he was so delicate 
at birth he could not be baptized for 
several months. Sir Isaac Newton, tbs 
doctors said, would not live a week, 
but be celebrated his eighty-fifth birth­ 
day. Frontenelic lived to be IOO, al­ 
though he was so frail at birth that 
the priest had to go to bls home to bap­ 
tize him. 
Even more interesting than this Is 
the statement by Prof. Buchner that It 
Is possible for a woman to preserve her 
youthful beauty even to her old age. or, 
in some Instances, to regain It. The 
Marquise of Mlrabeau died at eighty- 
six with all the marks of youth In her 
face. Margaret Verdun, at alxty-flve, 
smoothed out the wrinkles, her hair 
grew again and her third set of teeth 
appeared. Cases of this third denti­ 
tion are not rare. 
The professor still gives further hope 
for the fair sex in the announcement 
that women live longer than men. A 
French woman, Marie Prloux, who 
died in 1838, was said to be 158 years 
old. Statistics of the various coun­ 
tries on this point are remarkable. Iu 
Germany only 413 of 1,000 males reach 
the age of fifty-five, while more than 
500 of 1,000 females reach that age. In 
the United States there are 2,583 fe­ 
male to 1,308 male centenarians. In 
France, of ten centenarians, seven 
were women and only three men. In 
the rest of Europe, of twenty-seven 
centenarians, sixteen were women. 
The oldest person now living Is held 
to be Annie Armstrong, who is 117 
years old. and lives in a little town in 
County' Clare, Ireland.

A recent Paris Figaro gives ue a very 
Interesting description of how that de­ 
licacy of delicacies, pAte de fols gras, 
is made. To the ordinary man or wo­ 
man no conception of the torture to 
which the poor, unfortunate goose is 
put could possibly be imagined. 
The geese, when about nine months 
old, are taken from the pastures and 
placed rn an underground cellar where 
broad, slanting stone slabs stand in 
rows, and are bound fast to the tables, 
They are literally crucified. 
Feet, wings and bodies are spread 
out and t>ound by hands so that only 
the neck Is left free. As may be ima­ 
gined, the animal struggles with all 
his might against, this stretching till, 
after days of vain endeavor to free 
itself from the bauds and its position, 
its (Rowers of resistance are overcome, 
and a dull resignation broken only by 
its low cries, takes possession of It. 
Two months must pass away before 
death brings relief. 
The animals meanwhile are crammed 
with dumplings made of a dough of 
buckwheat, 
chestnuts, 
and 
stewed 
maize. Every two hours, six times a 
day, they receive from three to five 
dumpling pills, which in time become 
so sweet to the tortured creatures that 
they stretch their necks to be cram­ 
med. 
The most difficult task is to deter­ 
mine the right 
moment for death. 
Those who die of their own accord are 
lost to the liver factory; therefore a 
kind of study is needed to see when 
the cup of agony is brimming full and 
the liver ripe for taking. The bodies 
of such ripe ones are like pumpkins— 
where ordinarily fingers are burled 
In flesh and fat nothing but skin and 
bone Is found. The livers have ab­ 
sorbed all the strength and Juices.

To win the lat­ 
ter a watch would have to he absolute­ 
ly perfect as a timekeeper, a result ad­ 
mitted to be scarcely within the range 
of practical achievements. This watch, 
an all English pocket chronometer, has 
a mean variation of dally rate amount­ 
ing to only one third of a second, and 
the mean difference between tin* ex 
treme gaining and losing rates to four 
seconds. 
The makers attribute this 
result to the use of a revolving escape­ 
ment or tourbillou, a device in which

A watch of remarkable perfection is 
described in the London Times, its 
distinction resting on the fact of its 
having Just gained the Hew certificate 
of “ ClasB A, Especially Good,” with 
the extraordinary high mark of 88.1 
out of a possible IOO. To win the lat­ 
ter a watch would have to be absolute­ 
ly perfect as a timekeeper, a result ad­ 
mitted to be scarcely within the range 
of practical achievements. This watch, 
an all English pocket chronometer, has 
a mean variation of dally rate amount­ 
ing to only one-third of a second, and 
the mean difference between the ex­ 
treme gaining and losing rates to four 
seconds. 
The makers attribute this 
result to the use of a revolving escape­ 
ment or tourblllou, a device in w hich 
the frame that carries the escapement 
is made to revolve slowly, but continu­ 
ously, in the main frame by the action 
of the watch, thus reducing the error 
in timekeeping from change of position 
—a piece of mechanism which does not 
materially increase the complication 
of the watch,involving, in fact, the ad­ 
dition of one wheel only'. While the 
marks of this watch for temperature 
compensation are not claimed to be 
unsurpassed—as many as 10.7 having 
been recorded out of twenty—those for 
sm allness in variation in daily rate 
and for absence of positional errors are 
usually good.
